ACCORDING TO PRESS ACCOUNTS OF HIS INTERVIEW 
WITH THE EDITOR-, MAKARIOS IS STILL TRYING TO GET 
ATHENS TO CLARIFY ITS VIEWS ON A PARTIAL RESHUFFLE-, 
WHICH HE SEEMS WILLING TO CARRY OUT BEFORE THE END 
OF THIS MONTH. HOWEVER-, THE ARCHBISHOP REMAINS 
FIRMLY AGAINST ATHENS- 1 MAJOR DEMAND OF DIRECTING 
CYPRIOT AFFAIRS -> AND THE GREEKS -> UNDOUBTEDLY AWARE

TURKS MAY EVENTUALLY INSIST ON SOME INFLUENCE ' OVER
